PROPOSED REVIVAL OF TIIK 
CONVICT SYSTKM. 
On Saturday vi itated the prime*] 
objrctiuui that occurred to u. to the taay 
which our corrfapoTtdcnt, ' A Man' 
I propoiri to deal wt!h convict* of th* 
worit r.b*aa. We h^re now to comider 
hit tuggcition with rrgaid to what he 
calli clau No. t. 

Thii part of hit tcheme, al the riisi 
Tiew, ttrtick M al both new *nd pUuiilile, 
It ii, ia rrTecl, that convict* of the *ccund 
elaat ihuuld not lie iu much teaHBpttrtrd 
a* n;..r>-i that ihty ihould bit Kht uul 
in ordinary merchant ihipt, tindrr the 
gui.e of free rmigratii. , thai on their 
arrival in I he cul.iniei, they thou Id be left 
to ri-.-l employtiit nt u free m*n, luliject 
to no uther [renal reitnint lhan a prohibi- 
tion frum return ing to OreM Jdrittin 
iliiring tli* term of their eipatrjation, on 
pain uf being aent to a penal aettlemenl 
fur life. At a curaory glance, thia luethud 
would appear to the philanlhropHl, and to 
the coWiit dejaln an gteeuiun of 
labour, to be eirerdingly apetiom. To 
the one it woulii seem to promlie an effi- 
caciuu. inrtrtiuienlality for the reilorrtlion 
of cricnioala to goud hahita, and to 
their I'- i. place in lociety ; whilst 
to the other it would recommend 
itself ad a kind of ineipen.ive 
immigration. But will it itand the teal 
uf close inrestigglion f How vroultl if 
operate w it h regard lo the mother country ? 
And, if applied to New South Wales, how 
would it operate with iegard to thii co 
lony t 

The object contemplated by British law, 
in its sentence of transportation, i* not 
refurmaliun, bit! |niniilinteM— hut the 
welfare of the culprit, but the welfare uf 
•ociety— not merely lo atop the individual 
in hi* career of crime, bill to deter others 
from pursuing the like course. It was 
thought in England that thii object was 
defeated even by the ulJ system uf tun*- 
portal ion, numerous instances being known 
of pertain hairing committed offences for 
the avowed puijwse of getting themselves 
Beutoatlo* colony of whic-hlhey hid heard 
to attractive an account. Hoar much MOrt 
would it be dtfested by the milder ivstem 
of aim pie expatriation 1 Let il once be- 
come known amungit the luwer oidertof 
the United Kingdom— the idle, the vici- 
oui and the star ring — that by committing 
certain offences against the law, they will 
secure a free passage, in an " ordinary 
mervhant ship, " and " bearing no 
lnfatnoui designation," lo the Aus- 
tralian colonics, where they will be 
permitted " to find employment as free 
wen," and where they will enj-jy the mott 
delightful of climates, and have at their 
coiiitnanJ all ihe cumfurt. of life,— and 
what would be the natural consequence ! 
Why, crime would beat apreunum. The 
law, so far from being " a /error to evil 
di»rr*." wrjulij hold n-it 1 r. thrrn the Itrni 
uf protection, and a hand full of " good 
gjfLs. 11 Tile order uf nature would be re. 
versed. Puniihinenti wuuld be luin- 
muted into reward* The virtuous poor 
would b* left lo pine in hunger and 
nalcednen; whilst the vicious would be 
comfortably ntniored »cenes of plenty. 
W hat woo Id the Police Magistrates at 
England — th* Judge. — the Secretary uf 
State for lite Hume Department, say lo a 
propoatliOB Hkt Ibis 4 Would tbey not 
icout ii at an attempt to turn criminal 
juriiprudtnce into a pusilite mockery I 

And how would il operate with regard 
to the interests of this colony f We think 
one uf is effect* Would be, tu discourage 
voluntary emigration. In the eye! ol 
virtuous labourers and their families, it 
would bring ao odium upon the cuhmy, 
ami upon persons proceeding thither. 
The colony would soon come to be looked 
upon as I he resort of disreputable charac- 
ters , and the act of accepting a free 
passage to it. ihorei would of itself imply 
* slam upon reputation, identifying the 
parties wtlfa enpalnated feluna. To such 
a joss of their M fair name," to luth 
degradation in the scale of society, the 
" bold peasantry" of England, " their 
cu ii ii try's pride," would acom to submit. 
If, then, we accept these " ftee" com lull, 
we must be content to have them delu- 
sively, and to foj ego all the advantages of 
a pure, unspotted immigration. 

And aftet all, these couvtctt, as al 
whole, would be no at|'.,ii,'.wu to Lbc' 



colony, tot rather a curs*. Th* mere 
passage from the gaols and hulks 
of England to Ihe harbour of Port 
Jackson eould effect do change in their 
inner man. The waters of ihe ocean 
could not wash the Ethiupe white. They I 
would bring with them the cherished 
vice* of their nature— their aversion to 1 
the steady pursuits of industry ; their 
love uf idleness and debauchery ; their 
propensities to fraud, theft, plunder, and 
outrage — propensities in which Ihey 
wuuld lack neither opportunities nor in- 
ducements lo indulge. From such >■- 
froBTrri as these, may New South Walet 
be ever preserved ' 

This scheme would also operate inju- 
riously lo i he culnny by aggravating the 
old evil of a diipanty of the stats. Pot 
tftt reaion stated in our article of Satur- 
day, the sending of a due proportion of 
female ronvitti would be impossible— at 
least, consistently with the purposes of 
the tnuthet country, The Uutiie liovcrn- 
menl might, to be sure, oLvntr this 
objection, by nut only providing 
each convict gentleman with a pas- 
sage in a merchant ihip, but by sup- 
plying him, befure embarkation, with the 
soothing companionship of a wife ! The 
kindneis uf the system would then be 
complete ; and the muiinal admiiiistra- 
liuo of ' i -r.i! Britain would hold up tc 
surrounding natiutii a model lo be gazed 
at, perhaps nut witli admiration, but cer- 
tainly with wonder t 

In Hoe, the revivd of transportation, 
under whatever name, and with whatever 
disguises ur modification!, is an ob- 
ject which all true lovers of their country 
ought to look upun with abhorrence, 
and resist with all their might. Let ui 
value chnratttr not lest than wealth. 
Let US look Iu the future as well as to Ihe 
present. Let us remember that we are 
laying the foundations of a common- 
wealth thai bids fair lo exert a powerful 
and enduring influence over Ihe whole of 
this hemisphere j and let us beware that 
we admit nothing rotten or corrupt into 
the infant structure. Our fatherland re- 
minds us, in the brauliful ap strophe of 
the auihur of the Pleaaures of Hope, 
of the brilliant destiny which awaits 
the land uf our adopt ion : — 

" Delightful laud, in wildnc.s ov'n benign. 
The nloiiuu* past is out*, lie future tbiue !

STEAM~C0MA1UN1CATI0N. 
Oua ancirol friend, Gaffer Gray, having 
dismissed A.it/. .difficulty, in doing which 
he confined himself lo mercantile con- 
siderations, we attain a point from whit-h 
a wider range of cou lem plat ion becomes 
visible. It is nuiv-a-ds js quile a mailer 
uf cuuree to etpeel thai great changes and 
splendid reiblfs should arise fruin ihe 
extension uf steam conveyance in any 
direction. But not only dues this general 
expectation exist with respect tu the line 
piojiosetl, but the more vlusely and practi- 
cally we direct our attention to Ihe sub- 
ject, the mote abundant and the less ques- 
tionable are the shapes of good presented. 
More valuable advantages than can be 
derived from commerce, aj the adminis- 
trator tu physical wants, sectn ready to 
flow from coming event*. In the present 
case, too, the free and loyal Englishman 
cannot possibly be indifferent. Th* 
question is now to be tried, whether 
England's non-aggrejsive policy (by 
winch she has achieved greatness, as well 
as had greatness forced upon her) shall 
continue lo be successful — whether her 
agglomerated empire will cohere — whether 
increased intercourse will be the means of 
strengthening it, as it will more closely 
draw logel her its vanou* parts - whether her 
people will be better loved as they are better 
knuwn— whether her principles of go- 
vernment will be reliahed, be adopted, or 
be al least made the foundation of good- 
will and confidence by oilier nations. 
Year by year, as her constilutiun has be- 
come mart developed, ihe has been a 
tinner professor and upholder of justice, 
hunor, and humanity , ami in this respect 
she has been singular amongst great na- 
tions, past and present. Will such a qua- 
lity, and such an untiring energy as her 
people possess, have their reward only in 
the protrusion of hit extremities, and be 
of no avail to ronaoliiUte bet animating 
power f 

U we glance al the map of the world, 
we perceive Ihe limbs of Great Britain 
* trA ggling and sprawling in every direc- 
tion , and at every point assail ah Ce by 
fierce and active foes. She has nut 
merely an exteusive frontier— she ia all 
frontier. Hrr fair, lenient, gentlemanly, 
and confiding spirit toward* other*, ren- 
ders her a sufferer by treachery, in the 
first instance. The terror* of her hruw 
and the vigour of her arm hare been 
ow»kened by unjusl allack, and !ht ne. 
cesiity of defence. Her principal civi- 
lized rivals rye her indeed with jealousy, 
for by discunry, conquest, commercial 
tonne* ion, or co ionization, she has pre- 
occupied every ahore, and pm a stup In 
their extension in apace. Senii- barbarous 
people*, on Ihe other hand, when once 
their own predatory and oppieiaive pu- 
ll lie. are by her broken up and toper- 
teded, flock into het territories and rejoice 
iu the aecurilie* which she affords to 
those persons and to the price of their 
labours. 

What is it that maintain* her and pro- 
motes bet gnndeur in these difficult cir- 
cumstances, except the approbation uf 
Driven, and Ihe celerity with which the 
Life'* h!ood flows through her wide- 
branching arteries and vein*, in con- 
nexion with her Ileal in g heart and heaving 
luugi, aiied by the invigorating blasts of 
the cxi Id northern seal ? 

The Rug hi h hare by no mean* a mili- 
tery taste. They are in fact decidedly 
averse from engaging iq military exer- 
cise*. Parade* have nu such attraction* for 
them a* for the natives of other countries, 
their neighbours. The military force of 
England has therefore always been un- 
popular and comparatively .mall. Were 
it not for the celerity of aovprneitt which 
1 have alluded to, it would be quit* in- 
adequate fur the work it has to do. Her 
naval muster exceeds perhaps that of any 
one ut* her rivals. But conaider the 
greater expanse of ocean which her ships 
1U1L41 traverse, the uumeroui coasts arid 1 



narrow teas which tbey most guard. She 
i* not in the condition in which she was 
when she acquited these scattered lerri- 
totiei, that of having captured or 
deatruyed tlirii fleet*. Should they enter 
into hostile combinations, ahe must issue 
order* lo every quarter of the compass j 
and make one frigate or battalion do the 
work of three. For this purpose she must 
open up every convenient channel, secure 
every suitable depot, and exercise an in- 
timate supervision throughout the weary 
world. For this she grants gieal sum. to 
encourage steam conveyance even on 
lines where little other advantage ami 
little pecuniary remuneration aetltt likely 
lo be gleaned, 

So great a national question as we have 
here suggested is sufficient for one di
